Unrest inflames China

BEIJING — Student protesters 
who demonstrated 150.000-strong 
here for dcmocrncy followed up their 
••show of strength Saturday by 
announcing plans to organize a 
nationwide boycott of classes until 
demands they have presented to the 
Chinese government are met. 

Meanwhile, the official New China 
News Agency reported that rioters in 
the central city of Xian attacked the 
provincial government office 
Saturday, The violence occurred 
after a televised memorial .sen-ice in 
the capitnl to former Communist 
Party chief Hu Yaobang. 

The service to honor Hu also 
served as a catalyst for the 
demonstration in Beijing as well ns 
student protesUs in other cities. 


According to the New China News 
Agency, the violence in Xian-, a 
former imperial capital about 600 
miles southwest of Beijing, erupted 
.shortly flfitT the -tO-minuto memorial 
service for Hu. 

It said a crowd of students hud 
gathered at the square in front of the 
provincial government compound to 
listen to the memorial service 
broadcast. Then, the news agency 
said, "some lawbreakers" arrived 
and began shouting antigovemment 
slogans, prompting the students to 
leave. 

The riotcr.s attacked the 
government compound ond burned 
about 20 houses and 10 vehicles, the 
news agency said. About 130 security 
forces were injured but no deaths 
wore reported, it said, and 18 people 
wore arrested.

TWIN FALLS - Anyone who 
complains about traffic in Twin 
Falls has never spent a smoggy 
oflemoon on a Los Angeles freeway. 

But that's not to say Twin Falls 
drivers don't grit their teeth over 
gridlock now oi^ then. 

Just ask Larry Hazen, who-spends 
his days behind the wheel of a 53-ton 
loaded semi. 

Twisting his truck in o left-hand 
turn onto ICmbcrly Road Saturday, 
Hazen said Twin Falls traffic is 
nothing cimpared with the big cities 
ho visits. But Hazen said he h^s 
noticed ah increase in the liuihbcr of 
cars during the morning and noon 
hours. 

Or ask Gary Young, Twin Falls' 
city' engineer, who Ipcnds much of 
his time behind n^csk piled high 
with city plans-tfita street maps. 

Young's traffic studies validate 
Hazen's hunch. The number of cars 
and trucks traversing city streets, 
though not skyrocketing, is. on the' 
rise. Young estimates the onnual 
increase in traffic at 2 to 3 percent. 

“You don't see the big bulge every

If the trend continues. Young said, 
“we'ro going to have to address that 


in ways that are not comfortable for 
some." For example, he said, 
secondary urteric.^ such as Locust 
Street may have to be extended 
through to Pole Line Road.

projects, city officiols said they 
haven't looked ahead at exactly what 
Twin Fulls traffic needs will be 20 
years down the rond. But they admit 
the city can't afford to fall behind.

Lewiston logging contractor cited 

BOISE (AP) — A Lewiston logpng contractor has been cited for al- 
legedly causing a massive landslide into Boulder Creek, a key salmon 
and stcclhead stream near Riggin.s, state officials say. 

The March 31 "blowout," as resource managers call it, was cau-'^od by 
a plugged culvert and lack of drainage devices on a logging rund near 
the 7,452-foot Lick Creek Summit. 

A hillside saturated with snowmelt runolT gave way. unleashing a 
20-foot-high, 30-foot-wide wall of mud that slid more than 300 yards 
into the stream. Runoff in Boulder Creek washed the clay-like soil 
downstream into the Little Salmon and main Salmon rivers. 

The state Department of Lunds has ordered the contractor, White- 
crest Industries Inc., to restore the logging road and install drainage 
devices on it. The department did not fine the company, officials said 
Friday, but the state Water Quality Bureau is contemplating punitive 
action. .

Officials oppose ban 
on smoking in prison 


BOISE b\P) — Fearing black mar- 
keting and other problems, two top 
corrections officials arc opposing a 
smoking ban at the state's new maxi- 
mum-security prison. 

"It'll cause some problems that we 
don't have now," Corrections Depart- 
men t Directo r Richaid Vernon told 
tho Board orCornxrtiona Friday. 

But Vernon and AiJ; Arave,- the 
warden of the maximum-security 
prison, agreed that smoking should 
be prohibited in some areas of the fa- 
cility and those restrictions should 
also apply to prison staff. 

Vernon, a self-described “reformed 
smoker," said a smoking ban at the 
new maximum-security prison would 
■meet -resistanco from inmates and 
could lead to smuggling. 

"Inmates ore not going to stop," he 
said, 

Aravc said he is concerned that 
some prison staff may be tempted to 

E rovidc inmates with contraband to- 
acco ifa banned is imposed. 
"Conspiracies happen between in- 
mates and staff with drugs, and to- 
bacco is easier to get ond move than 
illegal drugs*' he said. 

For security reasons, however. Ar- 
ave did recommend that smoking be 
banned in the prison'.s Block 'B — 
which includes DcaUi Row and maxi- 
mum-custody and disciplinary deten- 
tion cells. That would affect 96 of the 
facility's 326 inmates. 

Vernon said he would not oppose 
smoking in that area. He olso said it 
should be prohibited in the prison 
hospital, classrooms and dining room, 
.suggesting that inmates’ be ollowcd 
to smoke outside during recreation 
periods.

BOISE (AP) — A Lewiston logging contractor has been cited for al- 
legedly causing a massive landslide into Boulder Creek, a key salmon 
and stccihcad stream near Riggins, state olficials soy 

The March 31 “blowout," as resource managers call it, was caused by 
a plugged culvert and lack of drainage devices on a logging road near 
the 7,452-fool Lick Creek Summit. 

. A hillside saturated with snowmelt runoff gave way, unleashing a 
20-foot-high, 30-foot-wide wall of mud that slid more than 300 yards 
into the stream. Runoff in Boulder Creek washed the clay-like soil 
downstream into the Little Salmon and main Salmon rivers. 

The stale Department of Lands has ordered the contractor. White- 
crest Industrie.s Inc., to restore the logging road and install drainage 
devices on it. The department did not fine the company, officials said 
Friday, but the state Water Quality Bureau is contemplating punitive 
action.

Europe in which the Eastern nations choose 
their own national course without fear of 
Soviet military intervention. As to how to 
reach this treasured goal, he said only thnt 
the Soviet Union should undersu^nd that "a 
free, democratic Eastern Europe ns wc 
envision it would threaten no one and no 
country"; on the contrary it would "enhance 
the safety and well-being of all of Europe." 

But Ju-st what should the United States do 


to end the Cold War in Europe and build a 
slable now European order? The starting 
point is necessarily recognition that the West 
must anlicipnlo the tensions and po.s.sible 
disruplioQS that could arise, for instance, 
from an outbreak of mass uruesl and a 
resulting political reversal or military 
crackdown in Poland or from a darkening 
political mood that might yet overtake the 
Kremlin as it contemplated the pos.sibIy 
disorderly breakup of its East European 
empire (not to speak of ethnic explosions 
behind its own borders). To press on as 
though these dangers do not lurk is 
irresponsible. 

Kissinger would give a large role to quiet 
and intensive Sovict-American consultations 
in order to ensure Moscow the security 
guarantees that it wants and needs on its 
we,stem borders and to ensure Washington 
the guarantees of Soviet nonintervention that 
it wants and needs as leader of the We.stem 
Alliance. 


Brzezinski in turn warns of “a kind of new 
Y.alta" — of even the appearance of a secret 
dictated great-power solution like the one 
that laid down East Europe's future at the 
end of World War 11. lie would avoid this 
specter by promoting negotiation of new 
European security arrangements within 
forums like the Vienna talks on conventional 
forces — fonims in which all members of 
both ulliunce.s take pan.

Senator Gramm 
fights attempts 
to review records 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Phil 
Gramm employed unusual tactics, 
including a tswsuit, to fight attempts 
by federal auditors to review nis 
1984 campaign's financial records, 
government documents show. 

Gramm, who agreed to end the 5- 
year dispute with the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission by paying a $30,000 
fine, gave his version of the events 
last month in a move that preempted 
public release of documents in the 
case. 

The Ibxan Republican released the 
settlement to news organizations on 
a Friday night, after the FEC had 
closed and before the settlement was 
final. 

Gramm apokeaman Larry Neal 
said the FEC had mode the "final of- 
fer and it was ours to accept or re- 
ject. That was the final action as far 
as we were concerned." 

While ackoowlcd^ng errors and 
blaming them on the inexperience of 
volunteers, Gramm described them 
os technical reporting violations. 

Although many of the instances 
did involve reporting errors, an FEC 
audit also found that the campaign 
apparently accepted 151 separate 
contributions from corporations to- 
taling $10,890.

Pocatello FBI expansion 


TWIN FALLS - Scarce clerical 
help in metropolitan area.s, together 
with on efficient Idaho work force 
and low turnover, has brought expo- 
nential growth to a little-known FBI 
computer center in Pocatello, says 
the center’s boss. 

Although it has received little out- 
side attention, the Federal Bureau of 
■Investigation's computer data center 
in Pocatello has grown in just three 
years to more than 120 employees 
and on annual payroll near $3 mil- 
lion. 

Since start-up in 1985, the Western 
Regional CampLitcr..'Supporl Center 
has become one of the state's prima- 
ry data sites. Its IBM network is 


twice the size of any other IBM site 
in Idaho, Administrator John D. Ar- ‘ 
bogasl told -the Twin Falls Rotary 
Club last week. 

As one of the FBI’.s main data 
points, the center has electronic re- 
dundancy w'ith other data centers - 
providing a backup for the more 
than 6,000 terminals and printers at 
FBI offices around the country, 

The redundancy, Arbogast said in 
a later interview, is also designed to 
prevent loss in the event of .sabotage 
or a breach in the facility's tight sc- 
trurity system,

WASHINGTON - The U.S. Department of Agriculture is asking for 
public comments on what the percentage. rcdnction'Bhould'bci’or'thc’ 
1990 wheat crop, if any, for the acreage reduction program. 

A decision will be announced no later than June 1. 

If the 1989 ending stocks for wheat are estimated to be below one 
billion bushels, the program may not exceed 20 percent. 

USDA also requests comments on other provisions of the 1990 wheat 
program and the program provisions that are common to the 1990 
crops of wheat and feed groins. 

Comments on these additional 1990 wheat program provisions are 
requested: 

• The percentage reduction for any paid land diversion. One for the 
1990 crop of wheat is not proposed. 

• Whether a marketing loan and related provisions should be 
implemented. Marketing loans for the 1990 crop of wheat are not 
proposed. 

• The premium and discount schedule for the 1990 wheat crop.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
government report shows what 
government analysts and 
policymaker.s found out the hard 
way — Idaho s retail consumption 
flagged during the extended 
economic downturn during the first 
two-thirds of the decade. 

The Census Bureau said retail 
sales statewide rose Just 24.7 
percent from 1982 through 1987, 
barely half the increase in retail 


buying nationwide during that 
period. 

Idaho sales in 1987 totaled nearly 
$1.9 billion, the report said, up less 
than $1 billion from six years 
earlier. 

And despite the relatively low 
inflation during those years, the 
consumer price index still rose a 
total of 17.7 percent, meaning the 
actual expansion in consumer 
demand during the period was Just 


7 percent in Idaho. 

Nationally, retail sales Jumped 44 
percent, the Census Bureau said, 
for a real increase in consumption 
of more than 26 percent. 

It was during that same period 
that state government faced some 
of its worst financial crises and 
lawmakers were forced to push the 
sales tax up from 3 percent to 5 
percent to keep government 
operations in the black. 



Soybean farmers look to new Indonesia market 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Soybean 
farmers like to think of foreign 
buyers in giant terms, like Japan or 
Western Europe, but an Agriculture 
Department report suggests a 
shrimp can be a pretty good 
customer, too.

Across the pountry, uppje growers 
and retailers are in full retreat, 
rushing to distance themselves from 
Alar in a desperate attempt to 
counter public fears about apple 
safety that have already resulted in 
millions of dollars in lost sales. But,

troubling consequences than a 
momentary decline in sales. 

It has, they say, set a troubling 
precedent, in which a complicated, 
scientific issue was allowed to be

"You cannot do risk assessment by 
media," said FDA Commissioner 
Frank Young, who recently called 
top government and industry 
officials together for a postmortem 
on the controversy.

While the debt problems of lc.sser-dcvctoped 
-oountriwi-havo boon-a-touchy-isaud-for-a-long- 
time, and banks are in the center of a stormy 
interest-rate environment, Kotowski says he 
doesn't believe it is just news in itself that makes 
the big bank slocks so jumpy. 

"Instead,’ he say.s, "wo believe the volatility is 
cau.sed in large part by the very narrowly based 
institutional ownership of those shares." 

The 25 inve.sting institutions that represent the 
biggest owners by themselves hold 2» percent of 
all the shnre.s of the six major money-center 
hanks, Kotowski notes. 

"This narrow base of ownership, in our opinion, 
accentuates nil major moves in the group, both 
positive nnd negative. 

"In rally phases, such as the prc.sent one, most 
institutions not among the 75 major money-center 


bank stock owners discover that they arc 
substantially undorwoightod in tho group and 
then rush in to the stocks in fear of missing a 
great, historical move. 

"In downward moves, the slide can be very 
sharp because most insUtutions do not like to own 
the stocks, and those that do already own very 
high concentrations in the group." 

The pattern has been evident for some time, 
Kotow8ki.pbsciyed._In 1987,.after Citicorp took 
the dramatic step of setting aside a big reserve 
-a ga i nst itH~lonna~tirlc8serdt?Tuliiptrd*cmiiitriq5r 
money-center bank stocks jumped 2D percent to 25 
percent in six weeks.' 

That rally subsequently collapsed, leaving the 
group with a net loss of 35 percent for all of 1987. 
True, there was a maikct crash that autumn, but 
measures of blue-chip industrial stocks still 
finiahcd the year showinga small overall gain. 

It may be that venturesome investors in thus 
group will benefit handsomely in the future from 
some ultimate resolution of the Third World debt 
snarl. Alternatively, speculators may find 
themselves in for a long wait. 

Either way, however, the record of the past 
several years makes it plain that money in bank 
stocks is very different from money in the bank.

Veteran honors others with displays

Paul Greg Nutting is u slender, dark- 
haired 39-year-old, Fun loving and mild 
mannered — surprisingly mild mannered 
considering the path he has traveled so far 
in life. 

Nutting, the recipient of three Purple 
Hearts, was wounded in Vietnanr four 
times in less than six months. Twice in one 
day. The Inst time, in 1968, though ho was 
initially given up for dead, he survived six 
months of hoNpitalizalion and wns eventu- 
ally discharged from the .Marines. A deaf 
nnd disabled veteran. 

Today. Nutting has n new life. He spends 
most of his time collecting and displaying 
war memorabilia — nnd helping people 
ncro.s8 the country obUiin fnmily members' 
service ribboms arid medals -> nt no 
charge, 

"1 have no bitterness about the country of 
Vietnam," said Nutting, who is able to rend 
lips. “I like the people and have never been 
angry with them." 

In fact, there i.s little bitterness any- 
where in Nutting. A graduate of Twin Falls 
High School, this man describes his grow- 
ing-up-years in a single sentence. 

"I was the kid who was always in trou- 
ble," he said. An unlikely hero. “I think 
heroes just pop up; they are no one type of 
person." ' 


Diar\; of a soldier's day 
in Vietnam, 1968 


Editor’s note; This is Paul Nutting's 
last day in Viotnom, in his own wo/^s, 
the day a mortar round almost killed 
him. Ho is the assistant machine gun’ 
nor, carrying rounds for a machine 
gunner near the DMZ, in the more than 
KMegrce temperature of the 'bush,' 
when they arc hit by the North Viet’ 
nnmescAmy. 

Day 164; June 15, 1968; Barely day- 
break, but still almost night as we ready 
ourselves for another day. It is hot, al- 
ready hot and the sun barely upon the 
rise ... Since very few of the guys have 
any C-rations, we forego anything re- 
sembling breakfast. As usual, someone 


is playing his small radio, softly waiting 
for tlw wako-up call that announces an- 
other doy in country. Almost as if on 
cuG, wo hear, "Good morning, Vietnam." 

There's really no sense in attempting 
to be quiet or conceal our activities. 
Wc'rc always being watched. From time 
to time, a few shots whiz over our heads 
or smack into the earth next to us 
Word is passed, and wo start to move 
out a few yards apart, not wanting to get 
our butts blown away if some joker in 
front hits a trip wire and blows hell out 
ofhimself... 

I am turned down.by-a lieutenant to -

Nutting's booth was a busy one at the 
Shrine show. People found ways to commu- 
nicate with Nutting, even without sign lan- 


guage, because people enjoy talking to 
him. ‘A lot of people are in this for the 
money, but not Grog," said Nancy Lane, 
who was managing an adjacent booth, 'and 
ho has a way of instilling his love of coun- 
try even in children." 

Lane's young daughter, Jennifer, stayed 
in Nutting’s booth much of the weekend, 
helping her friend, who is the fother of five. 
Jennifer guided people through the 'many 
items of memorabilia. ‘I could set up 60 
displays," said Nutting, pointing toward his 
matted and framed treasures for which he 
handmakes the bcdutifully polished oak 
framos. ‘My goal is to interest someone in 
setting upa museum forthis kind of thing," 

Nutting has been gathering war items 
for 20 years, picking'up sbfno through trad- 
ing and others at yard sales. He collects 
military medals, photos, badges, insignios, 
books, uniforms, documents, and sou- 
I vonirs. He keeps _those with names, .num- 
bers, or dates and sells the rest. 

“If I can get someone’s service number 
and discharge papers, I can get the rest of 
the stuff from a records center in Washing- 
ton," said Nutting, who claims that he can 
tell you who did what in any biotic in any 
war. “I got that ability during’ my near- 
death experience the last time I was 
wounded." 

Nutting worked especially hard creating

Confederate 
women closes

littlc Activity around the home on 
North Sheppard Street that nature 
has begun to rccloim it. Untended 
shrubs grow nearly wild in the gar- 
dens. Countless birds nest in the 
porch caves. Neighbors know the 21- 
acre magnoliH-sUadcd lot as a place 
to walk their dogs. 

The words “Home for Confederate 
Women" are engraved above the 
door, as is the seal of the Confeder- 
ate States of America. It is a curiou.s- 
looking plna* and surely the only re- 
tirement home in the rauntry mod- 
eled on the While House. For 57 
years, the widows and daughters nf 
Robel soldiers have lived out their 
last days here. 

The home hud 79 residents ut one 
point, back when its neoclassical fur- 
niture looked a bit les.«i worn and 
Robert E. Lee gazed in wounded dig- 
nity from portraits that had not yet 
faded to glos.sy browns. "Ibclay only 
eight women, aged B-1 to 98, remain, 
and by June 15. they will be gone. 

The iiome’s board of directors an- 
nounced this week that the women 
would be moved to a .suburban re- 
tirement village nearby The slate, 
under nn agreement, will continue lu 
provide for the women's care, nnd in 
return, the board will turn over the 
110-room building, with its regal foy- 
er and expansive formal drawing 
room. It is likely to be donated to the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, with 
which it shares the block.

Schools introduce program 
designed to diminish racism

randomly .soIectccWnroups. each knot 
of ciRlUh-gradtrs at South Junior 
Hish in Anaheim, was a miniature 
United Nations.

liis eighth-grade .social studies 
clas.ses have been Uiking part in “A 
World of DilTerence," a pilot proifram 
being introduced in schools through- 
out six Southern California counties. 
The curriculum — a mix of group ex' 
ercises, computer games, .class dis- 
cussions and writing assignments — 
aims to, diminish racism by leaching 
student's that it's OK to be different. 

The “World of Difference" program 
began us a masHlve school, media and 
community campaign in response to 
the racial .strife that had plagued the 


Boston metropolitan area for a 
decade. Designed by the Anli- 
Defiimalion League and other social 
service groups, the program was 
lauded for defusing racial ten.sions. 
Eighteen citie.s throughout the coun- 
try — and school dislricLs in and 
armind those cities — have copied, 
the model. 

— The -Wo f] 
consist-s of a thick study guide with 
les.son plans that can be interwoven 
with a regular curriculum, and can 
he used year’ round or only occasion- 
ally, said (Margery Green, western 
suites education director for the Anti- 
Defamation 1/Cague. The aim i.s to en- 
courage students to examine racial 
and cultural characteristics and to 
talk about the origins of their own at- 
titudes about race, and the conse- 
t|uences of prejudice. 

"We now know there are several 
techniques (to diminish prejudice! 
that have proven succe.ssful. But 
preaching ... that doesn’t work." 
Green .said. "It doe.sn't ciTeclively di- 
minish prejudice. ... We all general- 
ize. and you have to break down 
those stereotypes."

LA SILU\, Chile — Perched on 
top of a windswept mountain in 
Chile's Atacama desert, the world's 
most advanced reflecting telescope 
has just taken its first peek at the 
stars. 

From a height of 8,000 feet, as- 
tronomers wore able to enjoy a rare 
view of two heavenly bodies belong- 
ing to a remote stellar system.

JERUSALEM — Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir has rejected use of 
— the-term "occupation-to describe Is- 
rael's rule over the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, saying that Israel is at 
home there. • 

Earlier this month, during 
Shamir's visit to Washington, Presi- 
dent Bush said that the United 
States opposes "permanent occupa- 
tion" of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip by Israel. The proposal that Is- 
rael give up land seized in the 1967 
Six-Day War in return for peace with 
the Palestinians and neighboring 
Arab nations is a key clement in the 
Bush administration's Middle East 
peace initiative. 

"We are not occupiers," Shamir as- 
serts. "For us, it is not a foreign land. 

... We believe it is our country, and 
we are people of principles." 

Shamir made the remarks tn an 
interview published Saturday in four 
Italian newspapers. Italian Prime 
Minister Ciriaco De Mita is sched- 
uled to begin a three-day visit to Is- 
rael Sunday to hear Shamir's propos- 
als for Palestinian elections. 

"We will not withdraw from these 
territories, which we believe belong 
, to us," Shamir said. "We believe that 
all this country that is called Pales- 
tine — or in the Bible is called the 
Land of Israel — this country be- 
longs to us, the Jewish people," 

Israel would negotiate with Arabs 
on the basis that Israel has a claim 
to sovereignty, he concluded.

Bomb shelters 
part of life 
in Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Ubanon (AP) - The day 
Lebanon's civil war began its 15th 
year, 69 people were killed or wound- 
ed. Most were civilians. ~ 

The casualties were caused by an 
estimated 25,000 sheila and rockets 
fired by Christian and Moslem forces 
that day, April. 13. The figures indi- 
cate it took 362 shells and rockets to 
inflict one casually. 

That's about average in the diuly 
battles between mainly Christian 
units of Lebanon's army, long frac- 
tured along sectarian lines, and an- 
alliance of Syrian forces and Moslem 
D^e militiamon. 

It costs the Syrian Army about 
$120,000 every time it fires a broad- 
side from one of its 40-barrel 240mm 
rocket launchers into Christian cast 
Beirut 

It costs Gen. Michael Aoun's 
Christian army units about the same 
to lob a similar number of 155mm 
howitzer shells into Moslem zones. 

But there is no shortage of guns or 
— ammunitiffn-among-Lebanon'ft'war— 
ring factions, who are well supplied 
by regional powers who use Lebanon 
to fight their rivals by proxy. 

Leftist and Moslem militias are 
armed and bankrolled by Syria, 
Libya and Iran.
